Tobacco requires a large amount of care througliout 

its growth. Constant shallow cultivation is practised alter the 
tobacco plants are set out until they have rr:irlip(i a si/e where further 
cultivation would damage the leaves and injure the n ot3. The plant, in il3 
early stages is liable to injury from the attacks of the toljacco-worm and other 
paruites which commit great devastation in the crops. To prevent the 
leading stem from running up too quickly to flower and seed, ana so starving 
the leaves, the top is nipped off with the thumb nail, leaving only nine or 
twelve leaves on each stem. Later on the sur!;crs cr shoots which now make 
their appearance at the junction of the leaves and about the roots of the 
plants, are removed. Tobacco is also subject to " firine." a kind of blight 
causing much injury to the crops. The planter roust, tnerefore, protect his 
aop against all theae poesiUe injuries by proper spraying and cultivating. 

All of these different operations Uke time and coat money, but the 
increased price which the planter receives for bia crop warrant* the

At the annual inn-ting, the jr^'ueral financial ic- 
port of the ISociety is brougiit up for adoption. A chance is given to 
students to find out .iust where the monies and activities of the So- 
ciety have liccn .■xpiiulid. .\ny general niatlcr.s pcrtainiii": to llic 
■Society are also hrougiit iij) for informal discussion, but not for final 
action at that time. The serai-annual meeting differs verj' little 
from tlic aiMuial one except tliat the reports jirc^^cnted at that time 
arc of the separate elub.s. The same opportunity is given to discuss 
the issues that may be before the Society at the time. 

It devolves- on the Daily t.o again call attention of the student 
liody to till' palpable lack of ii\tcrcst in their own affairs shown by 
the inability of the Society to get a quorum at their semi-annual 
meeting, which was to have been held last Wednesday, but which 
has been postponcij until lliis; afternoon at four o'llurk. Only about 
tliirty undergraduates were jire.sent at last Wednesday's nu'elinj;. 

"Wby any man who pays his universal fee at the begiiniing of 
ihe session >liouM iniapine that the affairs of the Society on one of 
the two occasions at which it is possible for him to obtain real in- 
fomation are not of real and personal interest to himself is incom- 
prehensible. Men wiio woulil object most strenuously to any a.s- 
sessment from caution money; who would investigate and debate on 
the value of any other purchase of the same auiomit, allow their 
portion uf the Society's funds to be spent without any idea as to what 
it is spent for, whether they are getting anything out of it, and, on 
the whole, show a most unpardonable ignorance of the matters 
which, excepting stiulies. of course, are the ones in which tbeir in- 
terest should be centred. 

The semi-annual meeting has been postponed until to-day. Aside 
from the moral effect on the councillors of the attendance and en- 
Hinsiasm of the student body, il is absolutely ui-ecMsary that there be 
at least one hundred meu at the meeting this afternoon in order thai 
the business of the day be legally transacted. The discussions of 
nnatters wbieh hold the attention of many of the student body prom- 
ise to be very interesting and important. They are matters wliich 
vitally affect the Society, matters which you as nn undergrailuate 
should know about, and which need thorough eonsidei'a I ioi I. lîi' nu 
liaud this afternoon, eren if you can only spare a half hour, it is 
yotir duty. • '

An kinds of enterprises sprung in- 
to existence In the New Bend Street 
of Ruhleben camp— tailors, cobblers, 
barbers and bakers all began to ply 
their trades, and, more wonderful 
still, ihp majority organized them* 
selves into a teaching institution 
where instruction was given and re- 
ceived in almost every conct-iveble 
siilijecl. It should be remembered 
that the camp cnntalned a very mot- 
ley crowd of actors, musicians, artists, 
university students, commercial men, 
and about 1,100 sailors taken from 
merchant shipping at Hamburg. 

The success ot the Ruhleben camp 
as a prison camp may be attributed 
lo two factors:— first. It has a wise, 
humane commandant in charge who 
lakes a great Interest In the welfare 
of the camp; and second, the natural 
tendenry of Brltiahers to unite in seif- 
«nvernment. With the consent of 
the (.•nminandanl. Count Schwerln. the 
camp was organized as a civil com- 
munity after a few months, with cap- 
tains and sub-captains, or lieutenants, 
over each barrack to carry on the 
government. |t Is said that an M,P. 
was elected for the "rotten" borough 
of Ruhleben. but his duties are not 
stated. This organization Worked so

,\11 letter." .■IIP carefully c'ensored 
liefiire leaving the camp, flO that from 
this source we have n«» Information as 
lo the conditions in Germany. Neither 
do we know what Information the pri- 
soners get regardlnf the progress of 
the war. From other sources, how- 
ever, w* learn that the late Sir Roger 
Casement got a very cool reception 
when be tried to stir tip dislo>alfy 
amnns the prisoners, and that when 
Ihslmp Ihiry visile.l the fanip recent- 
ly Ihey saoK "lind Save the Kins " with 
(ileal ferviir.

the paper waa often taken up with 
lurid headlines of this and that scan- 
dal. 

Speaking about the misuse of the 
word engineer, Mr. Francis went on 
to say that already he had heard of 
over a hundred varieties of engineers 
from the real true blood engineer 
down to the plumber who now essays 
the title "sanitary eiiKineer.'' The 
problem now bec'ome.s "wlial kind of 
an eiiKineef is the man who pushes 
the wheel barrow?" 

.Mr. l-'rancls then gave the senior:) 
some timely advice with regard to 
the practice of their profession. 

!.. U. Derrer, In giving the toast 
to the Faculty, voiced the sentiments 
of many. In regard to the alMtlshlng 
of the one-eighth rule for third and 
fourth years.

will enable men wlio ate not In Mont- 
real to get examined wherever tticn 
is an authorized doctor and thus they 
can receive transportation to Montreal 
and get pay right from the start. It 
Would enable them to get return trans- 
portation provided they were turned 
down by the officers in Montreal. Tha 
general physical requirements are that 
the man be 18 years or older, that he 
be flvo feet, six Inches, and that the 
minimum chest will be 33 Inches if he 
is from 18 to 30 years old and 34 
Inches it older than that. The eyesight 
will he tested by doctors.
